Cop that! Police now have 
more staff than officers

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE Police 
force has 120 per cent more civil¬ 
ian staff than ten years ago 
according to new research by the 
Police Federation. 

In the last decade the numbers of 
officers on the beat has increased 
by 16 per cent whilst civilian staff 
numbers are up a massive 120 per 
cent. 

Northamptonshire and Surrey 
Police were the only forces to 
employ more civilian staff than 
officers in the entire country. 

The county force currently 
employs 1,301 police officers, and 
1,319 civilian staff, 168 of which 
are Police Community Support 
Officers. In 2000 there were only 
599 civilian staff, whilst 1,117 offi¬ 
cers were employed. 

Roy Woolliscroft, chairman of 
Northamptonshire Police Federation 
said: “It has caused me great con¬ 
cern for some time that there is no 
tangible evidence that suggests, let 
alone proves, the value brought by 
civilianising increasing numbers 
of police officer posts. 

“At a time of financial restraint 
and when the public want a more 
resilient police service I now urge 
the new Home Secretary, Theresa 



May, and the Police Minister Nick 
Herbert to invest the limited 
finances in Police Officers, as 
opposed to the civilianisation of 
more police posts. At the same 
time I reiterate my request for 
them to carry out a full and inde¬ 
pendent review into posts already 
civilianised. “ 

Deirdre Newham, Chair of 
Northamptonshire Police 

Authority, defended the numbers 
of civilian staff in the force. 

She said: “This is happening in a 
lot of police forces because it 
allows highly trained officers back 
on the street and away from 
administrative duties. The one 
thing we have done is look at the 
resilience of our force so we have 
as many officers on the beat as 


possible. We have extra officers 
available from our East of England 
partnerships should we ever need 
them. We do not plan to increase 
the numbers of our civilian staff, 
but we won’t be reducing them.” 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee also 
defended Northamptonshire 
Police force’s policy and said: 
“Northamptonshire Police has 
undertaken significant work in 
recent years to ensure the right 
person is in the right job, a greater 
police presence out on the ‘beat’, 
better use of more specialist skills 
and less time for officers spent 
behind a desk; all serving to con¬ 
tribute to a more diverse and ver¬ 
satile police force delivering better 
value for money” 

“In addition to this, in the current 
financial climate, we are reducing 
bureaucracy and minimising 
waste, in order to focus our efforts 
on more valuable activities. The 
current mix of police officers and 
police staff is a key factor in the 
value for money that we provide.” 

“The question of the numbers of 
police staff in relation to police 
officers is a very valid point. 
However, I believe we have the 
right blend in place to not only 
meet, but exceed the challenges 
ahead of us by putting our com¬ 
munities first.”

Binley wants answers over election concerns 


RETURNING MP Brian Binley 
was left irritated by the ‘lack of 
information’ and the level of 
security at the General Election 
count. 

The MP for Northampton 
South, who secured nearly 41 
per cent of the votes, has writ¬ 
ten to Acting Returning Officer, 
David Kennedy, asking for him 
to explain certain aspects of the 
organisation of the count. 

In a letter, he asked: “I would 
be grateful to know who provid¬ 
ed your so called security staff 
and I would be equally grateful 
if you could tell me what train¬ 
ing, especially customer service 
training, they had been given, 
for it seems to me they were not 
professional security people 
but temporary employees.” 

Speaking about his com¬ 
plaints, Mr Binley said: “Many 
people from across the political 
spectrum felt the lack of infor¬ 
mation provided during the 
evening was quite appalling 



and left many people in the 
dark as to the proceedings. 

“The declaration always used 
to be a public matter on the 
basis that the election belongs 


to the people and not the politi¬ 
cians or the officials. 

“To my mind it is not good 
enough to say that the press are 
the people’s representatives in 
this respect. 

“National standards have 
declined as seemingly proved 
by the errors made at a sizeable 
number of polling stations 
across the country. We need to 
improve the situation to ensure 
a greater degree of efficacy and 
competence. 

“The efficacy and credibility of 
the ballot lies at the very heart 
of our representative democra¬ 
cy.” 

A spokesperson for 
Northampton Borough Council 
said: “The Acting Returning 
Officer will be replying privately 
to Mr Binley’s letter. 

“The kind of serious problems 
experienced elsewhere did not 
happen in Northampton North 
and Northampton South con¬ 
stituencies.”

Sex trade will 
face new laws 

A REPORT into the licensing of 
sex establishments will be 
examined next week at the 
borough council. 

The meeting of the licensing 
committee will discuss how to 
implement new laws that require 
businesses such as sex shops 
and lap-dancing clubs to have a 
licence.

Armed farmer’s fury 
over balloon landing

AN IRATE chicken farmer was 
jailed for 18 months for pointing 
a loaded shotgun in the chest of 
a hot air balloon passenger who 
had landed in her field. 

Marie Dring, 50, put two car¬ 
tridges in the gun and shouted: 
“Get off my land. Get off my 
f****** i anc [” t0 Martin Henley in 
September last year. 

She was furious that the bal¬ 
loon, containing nine passen¬ 
gers, and being followed by a 
convoy of cars, had come down 
near her chickens, Northampton 
Crown Court was told. 

Mrs Dring, of Beech House 
Drive, Pottersbury, appeared for 
sentence having pleaded guilty at 
an earlier hearing to possessing a 
firearm with intent to cause fear. 

Prosecutor James House said 
Mr Henley and his wife had been 
bought the balloon ticket ride as 
a present by their children. 

They were among a group of 
nine passengers who had left in 
the balloon from Northampton 
Racecourse on the evening of 
Saturday, September 12, 2009. 


When it landed, the pilot, David 
Griffin, was approached by Mrs 
Dring’s brother-in-law who joint¬ 
ly farms the land. 

Mr House said: “It is right to say 
he was unhappy. The pilot of the 
balloon, David Griffin, spoke to 
him and apologised and bottles 
of whisky and champagne were 
handed over.” 

At the time Mr Griffin noticed 
that the group following the bal¬ 
loon in cars appeared ‘noisy and 
boisterous’ though Mr Henley 
himself was sober and behaving 
appropriately. 

Mrs Dring and her husband 
were out at a restaurant when 
they were alerted and threatened 
to ‘set the bloody dogs’ on the 
convoy. 

Mr House said Mrs Dring’s hus¬ 
band went to speak to the pilot. 
Mrs Dring may have collected the 
shotgun from a cabinet in her 
home before getting into a 
Landrover. 

She came across Mr Henley in 
the field as he walked to a car to 
fetch a jumper. 

“The defendant was the only 
occupant and the window was 
down. Mr Henley saw a double 


barreled shotgun pointing out of 
the driver’s window. She said: 
‘Get off my land. Get off my 
f****** land. 

“She pointed the barrels at his 
upper chest. The gun was broken. 
She then picked up two red car¬ 
tridges and closed the gun and 
pointed it and said: ‘Get off my 
f****** i an( i/” 

The police were called and Mrs 
Dring, who has degrees in philos¬ 
ophy and criminology, was inter¬ 
viewed three days later. 

She told the officers she had 
used a stick saying she was upset 
because of the damage the bal¬ 
loon landing would cause to her 
chickens. 

Jailing her, Judge Michael 
Fowler described Mrs Dring’s 
actions as ‘wholly disproportion¬ 
ate.’ 

He said: “This was a real gun 
whether or not the safety catch 
was on. Secondly you loaded it 
and pointed it a second time. 

“It was an obviously dangerous 
situation. It was pushed into the 
chest of the man standing out¬ 
side the vehicle. It was an offence 
borne out of annoyance and frus¬ 
tration.” 


Trials to tackle county’s pothole problem 


THREE new methods of road 
repair are being assessed by the 
county council to improve the 
standards of highways in 
Northamptonshire. 

Trials yesterday compared 
different methods of repair 
against a set of criteria including 
quality, cost and disruption. 

County roads, as with the rest 
of the country, have not 
withstood a bitterly cold winter, 
with potholes forming on many 
popular highways and rural 
roads. Previously, the county 
council would use a temporary 
pothole repair, which would 
provide a short-term fix, but 
more permanent measures are 
being sought to cut costs. 

The three methods of repair 
under scrutiny are: 

■ Jetpatcher - a self contained 
system using compressed air, 
bitumen emulsion and fine 
aggregate to fill voids, uneven 
texture and to waterproof road 
pavements. 



■ Nu-phalt - mends surface 
defects such as potholes by 
re-using the existing tarmac. 

The road surface is heated to 
200 degrees by an infra-red 
heater and a small amount of 
new hot material is added to 
make up the void, then rolled to 
a joint free finish. 

■ HRA - the traditional method 
of pothole repair, involves 
mechanically breaking out the 
edges of the hole. Bitumen 
emulsion and aggregate are 
added to fill the void and the 
joints are then sealed with 
bitumen emulsion. 


Cllr Heather Smith, county 
council cabinet member for 
environment and transport, said: 
“Temporarily repairing potholes 
is up to ten times less efficient 
than a single permanent repair. 
These trials will show us the 
effectiveness and efficiency of 
applying a properly planned 
single patch repair to address 
several potholes at once. 

“We need to improve the 
overall quality of the road 
network, so that by enhancing 
the structure of the 
carriageways they will be less 
susceptible to the damage that 
extreme weather conditions can 
cause. 

“Of course, to bring the whole 
network up to a good standard 
would cost millions, which the 
public purse does not currently 
have. 

“This has forced us to think of 
a new, innovative approach in 
order to tackle this huge 
problem.”

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Noise is made to 
stop homophobia

THE gay community in 
Northampton “sent a clear mes¬ 
sage to stand up against” homo¬ 
phobia with a minute of noise on 
Monday. 

The celebration took place at 
the Guildhall courtyard, to mark 
International Day against 
Homophobia, the date that the 
World Health Organisation took 
homosexuality off its list of men¬ 
tal disorders. A number of figures 
from the community, including 
the council, police and gay organ¬ 
isations, gave speeches before the 
minute of noise. 

Peter Martin, chief executive 
officer of B-Proud, said: “This 
event sends a very clear message 
to all members of the community 
that you have to stand up against 
homophobic abuse and bullying 
regardless of what sexuality you 
are. The minute of noise is for all 
those who cannot speak up about 
the abuse they are suffering.” 

Police at the event reiterated 
their commitment to tackling 
hate crimes. 

Paul Colhourn, Detective 
Sergeant, Northamptonshire 
West Hate Crime Unit said: “We 
take all hate crimes very seriously 
and understand that many peo¬ 
ple will be frightened and don’t 
come forward for fear of reper-

cussions. We are urging people to 
tell us about these incidents in 
confidence. We also offer support 
to victims through our local part¬ 
nerships.” 

However, there were some ele¬ 
ments of the gay community who 
feel that the gesture from the 
council was weak and hypocriti¬ 
cal after the Herald & Post broke 
news of an official complaint 
lodged last week to the Police and 
the Standards Board against the 
council. 

The complaint centres around 
approved plans for a floating 
restaurant, which would be 
moored near Midsummer 
Meadow, a social-networking 
location for gay and bisexual men 
for more than 50 years. 

A member of the gay communi¬ 
ty, who did not want to be named 
for fear of repercussion, said: “If 
these issues were raised by a reli¬ 
gious or race relations group we 
would be taken more seriously. 
These are empty shallow words. 


I’ve come to support the commu¬ 
nity but not the council. “ 

Mr Martin added: “There is a 
long way to go with all local 
authorities. There needs to be 
some training and raising aware¬ 
ness of amongst the staff and 
employees of local authorities as 
to how to better deal with cases of 
homophobia and homophobic 
abuse.” 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry, 
Northampton Borough Council 
cabinet member for community 
engagement said: “This, like 
holocaust memorial day, is an 
important part of the council’s 
calendar. 

“We understand its importance 
to the Lesbian, Gay, Bi-sexual and 
Transgender community and this 
is our way of giving them support. 

“With regard to the complaint 
that we have received, it is cur¬ 
rently under investigation and it 
would therefore be inappropriate 
for me to comment until it has 
been fully reviewed.”

Girl injured in accident 
AN ELEVEN-year-old girl is in a 
stable condition after being 
involved in a serious road 
traffic collision on Thursday, 
May 13 at the junction of 
Shedfield Way and Butts Road. 

The incident involved a red 
Nissan Primera, which was 
travelling southeast along 
Butts Road when it was in 
collision with the girl. 

She sustained injuries and 
was taken by ambulance to 
Northampton General Hospital 
before she was later 


transferred to John Radcliffe 
Hospital with head injuries, but 
she is due to return to 
Northampton soon. 

ARREST IN KNIFE INCIDENT 

POLICE cordoned off a street in 
The Mounts after a man was 
threatened with a knife. 

Officers closed Cowper Street 
at around 2pm on Tuesday, with 
armed officers called to the 
scene. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“We were called after an 
incident elsewhere in the town 


where a man threatened 
another man with a knife. 

“Intelligence suggested the 
man with the knife could have 
been in a building in Cowper 
Street but that was not the 
case. This was not a random 
incident - the two men were 
known to each other.” 

The cordon was removed 
nearly two hours later when 
no-one was found. 

A 45-year-old man was later 
arrested and was yesterday 
still being interviewed at 
Weston Favell Police Station.

In the Mayor’s Parlour we have 
hosted visitors from Rotary Clubs 
in Australia, Brazil, the United 
States and Belgium, students 
from France and japan and, of 
course, friends from our twin 
town of Marburg in Germany. 

We have met teachers from 
Tunisia and military personnel 
from the United States. 

We have visited many of the 
schools in the town and we have 
invited some of the older primary 
school children to The Guildhall 
to learn a little about our town, 
its history and civic life. We have 
also given them a tour of the 
building - they all seem to want 
to see the dungeons - and told 
them of some of the great Britons 
associated with Northampton 
over the past thousand years. 

We have helped raise some

ously contributed. 

We have tried to promote our 
county town as being the thriving 
and friendly place we know it is. 

Northampton is a great place to 
live.

THE Broadmead pub has had its 
license revoked after a handgun 
and live ammunition were 
discovered in a raid. 

An expedited review of the 
licensing sub-committee was 
arranged at the request of 
Northamptonshire Police follow¬ 
ing a search of the premises on 
Tuesday, May 11. 

Due to the seriousness of the 
charges and in the interest of 
preventing crime and disorder 
and looking at public safety, the 
sub-committee resolved to sus¬ 
pend the license of The 



Broadmead for up to 28 days, 
from May 11, when a full review 
will be heard by Northampton 
Borough Council’s licensing 
committee. 

This is the first time the council 
has had to organise such a meet¬ 


ing since the introduction of the 
Licensing Act 2003. 

Commenting after the hearing, 
Cllr Kevin Reeve said: “The safety 
of the public is our primary con¬ 
cern. We have a duty to ensure 
that all licensed premises are a 
safe environment that customers 
can enjoy and relax in. 

“After listening to the Police 
report it is entirely appropriate 
for us to remove the Designated 
Premises Supervisor and sus¬ 
pend The Broadmead’s premises 
license until a full review can be 
conducted next month.” 

A meeting of the licensing com¬ 
mittee will review the suspen¬ 
sion at a later date.

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Back in the saddle as police swoop 


OPERATION Guardian has yielded more 
results with ten further arrests as police 
look to clamp down on organised crime. 

The latest raids in the county saw ten 
arrests and nine search warrants carried 
out in Northampton, Kettering and Corby 
on Thursday, May 14. 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee was out with 
the team, who recovered a stolen bike at a 
property in Greenside, Northampton. 

CC Lee was able to return the bike to the 
rightful owner. 

Two of the arrests were made in 
Culloden Court, Northampton, where a 
substantial amount of cocaine was 
recovered. Drugs were also recovered 
from a property in Cranford Road, Corby. 
Further arrests took place in Burns Street, 
Northampton. 

Detective Chief Inspector Martin Kinchin 
from the Major Investigation Team said: 

“It’s been another successful day. We have 
been focusing on Class A drugs which we 
know fuel burglary and car crime offences, 
and people who we believe are in 
possession of goods stolen in house 
burglaries and theft from motor vehicles. 

“Police staff have been out and about, 
meeting people and offering crime 
prevention advice, and identifying local 
priorities for their local Safer Community 



Team to work on.” Police staff members 
were out in Northampton in the afternoon, 
delivering Operation Guardian materials to 
300 addresses and speaking with 262 
people, while officers from the Organised 
Crime Unit and Major Investigations Team 
provided interview support to the Areas.

Raising awareness 
of ‘honour crimes’

TEACHERS, social workers and 
police officers were warned to 
be more aware of honour based 
violence and forced marriages 
at the launch of a national road¬ 
show at Northamptonshire 
Police’s headquarters. 

The warning came last 
Thursday from Charity Karma 
Nirvana, a support group for vic¬ 
tims of forced marriage and hon¬ 
our violence, who warn that 
many incidents go unnoticed 
and result in the destruction of 
many young lives. 

Jasvinder Sanghera, the founder 
of the charity and best selling 
author of Shame and Daughters 
of Shame, spoke at the launch. 

Jasvinder, a survivor herself of 
an arranged marriage, was dis¬ 
owned by her family after she 
refused and ran away from home 
29 years ago. 

She said: “These young girls 
become at risk for doing normal 
teenage things which are deemed 
dishonourable to the family. 


“Using Facebook, having a 
mobile phone, talking to boys, 
and even having aspirations of 
university education, can lead to 
an increase in honour based vio¬ 
lence. 

“It is important that people who 
work closely to these girls under¬ 
stand the idea of family honour 
and how to deal with the prob¬ 
lems that arise from it.” 

Young people who are subject 
to honour based violence are 
often absent for long periods of 
school, and in some cases taken 
on extended “holidays” to their 
natives lands 

Jasvinder said: “We want to 
increase reporting and instill 
confidence in professionals 
responding to forced marriages 
and child protection issues - 
there are a lot of hidden crimes 
and isolated victims we need to 
identify and reassure.” 

Northamptonshire Police has 
dealt with 52 reported cases of 
honour based violence or forced 
marriages in the last 15 months. 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee 
said: “My feeling is that these fig¬ 


ures are not based on an increase 
of the offences but because of a 
greater confidence in the police 
and its partners.” 

Superintendent Tina Wetherall- 
Pegley, head of public protection, 
said: “Honour based violence and 
forced marriages are a very real 
and harsh reality. 

“Often heinous crimes and 
injustices can be committed 
under the guise of honour. 
Northamptonshire Police togeth¬ 
er with our partners strongly 
believes in protecting young peo¬ 
ple and adults at risk, and where 
possible bringing perpetrators to 
justice. 

“Through supporting road¬ 
shows like this, we want to raise 
awareness of these issues, ensure 
our officers are equipped with 
the right knowledge, while also 
reassuring people that we are 
here to protect them and offer 
guidance.”

Drivers put on alert 
over spate of thefts

POLICE are warning motorists 
to be on their guard following a 
number of catalytic converter 
thefts from vehicles across the 
county. 

Supermarket, railway stations 
and public car park locations 
have all been targeted with 27 
thefts reported during the last 
three months. 


The thefts, in the main, have 
been in Northampton, 
Wellingborough and Kettering. 

In the previous three months, 
between November last year and 
January, just two thefts were 
reported. 

Detective Sergeant Paul 
Hamilton said: “There have been 
a high number of these thefts 
reported recently and it is impor¬ 
tant that we increase public 
awareness around this. Thieves 


target vehicles which they can 
move under to remove the cat¬ 
alytic converter easily and speed¬ 
ily. 

“Easy access vehicles like 
Cruisers and Mitsubishis tend to 
be more vulnerable but there is 
little that can be done to guard 
against this type of theft. 

“I would simply ask motorists 
using car parks to be vigilant and 
report any suspicious activity to 
us straightaway.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

That still left the hosts time to try for a drop 
goal to win the contest, but it would not 
come and Kruger feels they should have 
made the most of their earlier opportunities. 

He said: “Saracens defended well at the end.

THE Saracens victory song again echoed through the 
Church’s Stand at Franklin’s Gardens as they crushed 
Northampton Saints’ Guinness Premiership title hopes 
with a 21 -19 win on Sunday. 

A late converted try from Schalk Brits, awarded with 
the help of the Television Match Official, proved to be 
the difference between the teams, but in truth a place 
in the Twickenham final was no less than Saracens 
deserved. 

The visitors took their chances with surgical 
precision which head coach Brendan Venter, a doctor 
outside of rugby, would have been proud as his side 
booked a showdown with Leicester Tigers.

adding to the group and will be competitive next 
season.” 

Three of those that were leaving started on Sunday 
and for Neil Best, Juandre Kruger and Ignacio 
Fernandez Lobbe it would prove to be their final time 
in the green, black and gold. 

No doubt the trio were hoping their swansong for 
Northampton would have been in nine days time on 
the hallowed turf of rugby headquarters. 

Instead, Best departs to relegated Worcester and 
Kruger returns to South Africa wondering what might 
have been, while Argentine warhorse Lobbe could 


well have finished his career on a semi-final defeat. 

And to think that things started off so well for the 
Saints, with Stephen Myler kicking them ahead after 
Jaques Burger was sin-binned for killing the ball close 
to the Sarries line seven minutes in. 

But the lead lasted just nine minutes before Alex 
Goode finished off a brilliant flowing move from the 
visitors to go over for a converted try. 

A drop goal attempt from Glen Jackson then went 
wide as Saracens started to exert pressure on the 
hosts. However, Northampton’s defence held firm and 
they were rewarded for their doggedness on the 
stroke of half time. 

Given the wrangling over his contract during the last 
few months it was perhaps inevitable that Soane 
Tonga’uiha would score, although few people would 
have forseen him getting a try in the manner that he 
did. 

receiving the ball from a Dylan Hartley offload just 
inside the Sarries half, the rampaging Tongan 
shrugged off two would-be defenders and powered in 
from over 40 metres out to score in the corner. 

The conversion from out wide was missed by Myler 
as Northampton held a one point lead at the break, 
although the former rugby league man extended the 
advantage to four with a penalty three minutes after 
the restart. 


Myler also saw a drop goal attempt blocked and on 

49 minutes a second converted try, this time scored 
by Chris Wyles, put Saracens back in front. 

Saints managed to level things up with Myler’s well 
struck penalty from close to the touchline and nearly 

50 metres out. Then when the fly half opted to kick for 
the corner just before the hour, the resulting line-out 
led to a pushover try from Mujati. 

However, there was still one final twist left in the tale 
and with three minutes to go Brits ploughed through a 
wall of Northampton defenders to dot down. 

Jackson converted, ironically from a similar position 
that Northampton’s Shane Geraghty missed from in 
the defeat three weeks ago, and although the hosts 
pushed forward they were unable to carve out an 
opportunity to get a drop goal attempt in. 

“We should have got a drop goal in without a 
doubt,” said Mallinder, adding: “I know that Stephen 
was trying to get a little bit of go-forward and create 
as much room and not rush the situation, but when 
you’ve only got a minute or so left you’ve got to get 
your kick in. Once we sit back and appraise our 
season we will say we finished eighth last season and 
won the Challenge Cup.

“It’s very pleasing to see us 
keeping pace yet again with the 
larger teams on merit and we 
can now take this result away 
with us, build on it and come 
back even stronger in Turkey.” 

Liuzzi had qualified tenth with 
Sutil two places behind him on 
the grid, although the German 
was able to pass his team-mate 
during a pit stop and would 
eventually finish the higher of 
the two. 

Despite being disappointed to 
end the race behind Sutil, Liuzzi 
was pleased for the team and 
feels that the result was long 
overdue. 

He said: “We have really 
deserved this type of result but 
for various reasons this is the 
first time it’s happened.

DAVID Capel believes that the decision 
to appoint Andrew Hall as Northamp¬ 
tonshire captain will benefit both the 
team and the all-rounder. 

Hall (pictured right) was announced as 
the county’s new skipper on Monday 
after previous incumbent Nicky Boje 
decided to resign following an indifferent 
start to the season.

He said: “It’s a bit of recognition for what 
he does behind the stumps. He organises 
the field, chips in and is supportive of the 
men next to him. It’s a bit of extra responsi¬ 
bility for him, but he won’t be doing any- 
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thing different from 
what he does already.”
